ard avenue, during the absence of herself

‘From this stylish rendezvous they cper- 
ated in the locality for at least three weeks, 
ransacking among other places, ihe home of 
Hugh McKittrick on Washington avenue, 
near Leonard avenue while the occupants 
were in the East. Other burgiaries in the 
game locality have caus:d consternation 


among the residents. and many have lately 
emploved private watchmen. 

Upon the return of Mrs. Thompson and 
her son from the East they were startled 
to find all the doors of their home open. It 
saon developed that a gang of burglars 
had been in virtual possession of the house 
from two weeks after their departure un- 
til about the time of their return. These 
burglars had made merry in the dining- 
room, drank all the wines and brandy and 
smoked all of Dr. Thompson's private stock 
of cigars. 

They had taken from the building every- 
thing except the carpets and heavy furni- 
ture. Had not most of the silverware and 
other valuables been left in safety vaults,the 
Joss would have run very high. The stolen 
go0ds were valued at several hundred dol- 
lars. Among other things taken were the 
wardrobes of the household, including val- 
uable séalskin cloaks and gloves and all of 
Dr. Thompson’s surgical. instruments. 

It was evident from the appearance of the 
interior of the building that it had been 
occupied time and again by the burglars.

Second Attempt to Derail Cars on the 
Pennsylvania. —

PITTSBURG, Pa., Sept. 17.—The Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Western express, which left 
Harrisburg, west-bound, at midnight Tues- 
day, had a remarkable escape from train 
wreckers near the village of Newport at 1 
o’clock yesterday morning.

Burl Attempted to Assault a Child and 
When the Mob Caught Him

With a repe about his neck and his body 
strung up to a lamp post, John Burl, a ne- 
gro, confessed Thuatay morning to having 
attempted to assault@-year-old Lizzie Saska 
Wednesday evening in a shed in the rear of 
her home at 1719 South Third street. 

Burl took refuge for the night in a trench 
on the Levee at the foot of Lesperance 
street, and was found there at 6 a. m. Thurs- 
day by the father of the child and a dozen 


other white men, who had been searching 
for him all night. . 

Upon finding the negro the crowd of a 
dozen searchers swelHed to a hundred cap- 
tors, and when the crime of the fiend was 
told, their anger grew hotter and hotter. 

Burl was jerked ott of the trench and 
dragged up over the stones of the Levee 
to where Lesperance street ends. 

Some of the Levee hands and fishermen, 
who had joined the ctowd, and who had 
known Bur! for a long time, doubted the 
prisoner’s guilt, and the doubt grew into a 
remonstrance against permitting the other 
faction of the mob. to take him. 

Burl was asked if he was guilty, and he 
immediately ‘asserted ‘his innocence. While 
the leaders of the crowd were busy trying 
to'make him confess, some one on the outer 
edge of the mob threw a long rope over in- 
to the midst of the leaders. 

As the rope was seen passing through the 
air the cries went up: ac tas 

“Lynch him!’ “Hang him up!” “String 
him up!’ “Kill him!” 

The leaders caught the rope and the mob 
pushed up near the curbstone. 

A noose was made i the rope and as the 
center of the crowd t to the iron lamp- 
post on the corner, noose was passed 
over the negro’s head. He ducked and tried 
to keep it away, but gome one behind him 
jerked his head back and shoved the rope 
down about hie neck.

perse, but they only fell back far enough 
to give him a passage to where the negro 
stood. 
Stutte grabbed the rope and pulled it from 
the lamp post. Then he handcuffed his 
prisoner and took the noose from his 
neck. With his revolver in one hand and 
his other hand holding the negro’s arm 
he marched to Second street and there 
called a patrol wagon. 

Burl was taken to the Second District 
Station,, where he was locked up and identi- 
fied by the little girl as her assailant.

RESULT OF THE SCHOOL DISTRICT 
CANVASS IN MISSOURI. 


MAJORITY WILL BE 70,000. 


Returns Are Not All in, but Even 
Now They Show an Overwhelming 
Landslide Toward Free Silver. 


The Democratic State Central Commit- 
tee is rapidly getting returns from its poll 
of the State taken by school districts. 
Every day from fifteen to twenty reports 
are received and probably ten days more 
will complete the work. 

Early in the campaign the committee de- 
voted its time to securing a complete or- 
ganization in every school district, and as 
soon as this was done it started the poll of 
the State. The reports that are now being 
received give figures supporting Chairman 
Cook’s claim that Missouri will give at 


least 70,000 plurality for Wm. J. Bryan and 
free silver. 

They show a noticeable increase in the 
Democratic vote of four years ago, and in- 
dicate that the vote this fall will exceed, 
probably. by 176,000, the Democratic returns 
of two years ago. That was the “‘Jandslide”’ 
year in Missouri, and the awakening that 
has since come to the Democracy would 
indicate the largest vote this year ever 
polled in the State. 

One county in Southwest Missouri, which 
has been Republican for many years, has 
just been polled, and the figures sent to the 
State Committee headquarters. They show 
that the Democratic vote in the county was 
only 1,095 dn 1892. It is now 1,351. . The Pop- 
ulists have also increased their vote, and 
as the Democrats and Populists have fused, 
they now have a combined vote of 2,278 to 
1,784 for the Republicans. 

The story told by this county is repeated 
with variations in many of the others. 
Counties which heretofore h&ve been Re- 
publican by only a small majority, or which 
two years ago in the landslide wandercd 
from the faith and fell by the wayside, will 
be redeemed this fall. In many Republican 
counties the Democrats have so iargely 
increased their numbers by accessories of

About noon to-day Grimes came to 
this city and gave himself up to Sheriff 
Hogue, and the coroner was taken to hold 
an inquest on the dead man.

Dwelt at Length on the Decrease in 
Monetary Circulation and Its 
Evil Effects. 


CHARLOTTS, N. C., Sept. 17.—William J. 
Bryan began speech-making early to-day 
after a night of rest in his special train. He 
left the sleeper here at 8a. m. and was es- 
corted to the Post-office Park by the Hor- 


net Rifles and local Knights of Pythias, 
mounted. There he addressed several thou- 
rey people and at 10 o’clock left for Dur- 
am 


Mr. Bryan spoke as follows: 
Ladies and Gentlemen: The Republican 
gars7 has been legislating to make a dollar 
earer and then they deny that legislation 
has anything to do with the dollar. I want, 
this morning, to call attention to the con- 
ditions in the volume of our money. Now 
I want to assert it first, as a proposition that 
cannot be disposed of, that the money of 
the country must keep pace with the popu- 
lation of the country, and with the indus- 
tries of the country. (Cheers). And, that 
uniess the money does so, we shall find that 
a dollar rises in value all the time. Now, 
when a dollar rises in value it simply means 
that prices will fall, and falling prices are 
an injury to the men who produce the 
wealth of this country. Falling prices are 
good for the man who has and wishes to use 
that money to buy the things falling in 
price. Senator Sherman, who stands ‘at 
the head and front as the recognized leader 
of the Republican party, and all that por- 
tion of the Democratic party which is try- 
ing to elect a Republican for President, used 
these words in a speech which he made in 
behalf of the Sherman bill on the 6th day 
of June, 1890: : 
“If our present curréncy f8 éstimated at 
one billion four hundred million dollars, 
and our population is increasing at the rate 
of 3 per cent per annum, it would require 
$42,000,000 increased circulation each year 
to keep pace with the increase of popula- 
tion, nd as the increase of population is 
continuing at a still greater rate than the 
increase of wealth in business,it was thought 
that an immediate increase of circulation 
might be obtained by the larger purchase 
of silver bullion to an amount sufficient to 
make good and retire all bank bills and 
keep pace with the growth of population, 
Assuming that fifty-four million dollars a 
year additional circulation is needed upon 
this basis, that amount is provided for in 
the bill Dy the issue of treasury notes in 
exchange for bullion at the market price.’’ 
Mr. herman, you see, declared that 
money must increase with pulation, and 
even more that that, says that wealth and 
business should increase more rapidly than 
pees and therefore he defends the 
herman bill on the ground that it gave to 
the people about $54,000,000 each year in new 
money. Remember that the very man who 
gave that statement did so as a reason for 
the enactment of the Sherman haw and then 
turned, around and joined with the op- 
onents of free coinage in aling the 
herman law and leaving nomin to take 
its place. Instead of having fifty-four mil- 
lions of new money each year, we have 
been decreasing our circulation for the last 
two years, 


I have here a Government publication, is- 
sued on the Ist of July, 189, which gives 
a table showing the decrease of the money 
in circulation among the people. According 
to this, we had in circuldtion In this coun- 
try on the 30th day of June, 1894, $1,660,000,000; 
on the 30th day of June, a year afterward. 
in 1895, it had fallen to $1,601,000,000, a fall of 
$59,000,000 in the circulation in one year, 
whereas Senator Sherman said it ought to 
increase $54,000,000 in that time. So if you 
will take the actual deficit and add to that 
the amount we have had you will find a de- 
ficit of over $100,000,000 in circulation in one 
year.» By the 30th of June, 1896, this year, 
that had fallen from $1,606,000,000, a fall of 
$95,000,000 in the amount of money ‘in actual 
circulation among the people in’a single 


year. 

You add to ithat the fifty-four million dol- 
lars we ought to have had as an 
increase, and there was a deficit 
in one year of more than one hun- 
dred and fifty millions of dollars. In two 
years there has been a decrease in the 
amount of money in circulation of two 
hundred and fifty million dollars from what 
there should have been.

One of the Paintings Said to Be a Gen- 
uine “Nativity.” 
Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—M. Hurel, who 
claims to have brought a sacred Raphael 
canvas across the ocean among his steerage 
effects, has a rival. John C. Gabler, an am- 
bitious young song writer, declare# that he 
also possesses one of the missing works 
of the famous painter, and his story of its 
discovery is quite as romantic, if not so 
plausible, as that told by Hurel. 


“The Nativity” is the subject of the time- 
worn canvas in Gabler’s possession. He 
lives at No. 41 Rose street with his Aunt, 
Mrs. Kate Lutzer. Some Twenty years ago, 
so his-story goes, Mrs. Lutzer’s father be- 
friended an aged German, named Maurer, 
who, in gratitude, gave him the painting 
which had lain for years in the bottom of 
Maurer’s trunk. The old German said that it 
was a genuine Raphael, gpa to him by his 
father, a second hand curio dealer in 
Leipsic, and had hung on the wall of a 
Bavarian convent until the invasion of 
Napoleon. 

The old man Giang peared and Mrs. Lutzer 
tried to dispose of the painting through an 
agent a year ago. She was offered $10,000 
for it, says Gabler. On the agent’s advice, 
however, she refused the offer. 

The canvas is after Raphael’s school and 
bears the inscription, “J. J. F. D. 1815,” 
on its back: Maurer said that this was the 
date it came into his possession. Sewn in 
the canvas are the initials, “R. §.,”" sup- 
posed to be the Master’s own work, 

Local experts say that if the painting 
were one of Raphael’s “Nativity” it could 
be easily authenticated.

RETURNS PERSONAL THANKS. 


Quotes Senator Vance in Denunciation 
of the Money Changers and 
Monopolists. 


ASHEVILLE, N. C., Sept. 17.—Following 
is Mr. Bryan's speech delivered here yes- 
terday:

Some Remarkable Discrepancies Re- 
garding Their Assessments.

It is proposed that clubs be formed for 
every tate, with ramifications in every 
county, so that the women and their ap- 
eals for humanity may become a mighty 
nfluence in the land. The circular letter 
which Mrs. Werth has sent to every State 
in the Union follows: 


To the Women of America: 


A number of earnest and patriotic women 
aftér careful investigation of facts in the 
existing conditions of the financial, political 
and social affairs of our country, have ar- 
rived at the conclusion that the time is ripe 
when it behooves every woman, young and 
old, to drop the hitherto fostered lethargy 


and prejudice of the past, study the leading f- z 


questions of the day, and after due con- 
sideration use her influence by moderate 
and intelligent argument in the circles of 
her family and friends, and in every hon- 
orable way at her disposal assist in bring- 
ing about a happier and more prosperous 
condition of affairs. This does. not imply 
that she should drop the duties dear to 
her as daughter, wife and mother, and de- 
vote herself entirely to pens. neither 
do we entertain the thought of furthering 
ideas favoring specially the cause of 
woman, but hand in hand with the consort 
of her life should she study his and her in- 
terest and that of her children. 

Women of America! Can you look back 
on the past years of errors in our legisla- 
tive power, on the distressed condition of 
the laborer of the soil, on the dectine in all 
branches of business, on the lack of work 
for the poor, on the inerease of pauperism, 
without making an effort to stem the tide 
which is steadily pushing on, gradually but 
surely to total destruction?

If we con- 
sider such a man needed to fill the highest 
position of trust in the gift of the people, 
and, furthermore, that such a man is Wil- 
fiam Jennings Bryan; then, oh, women of 
America, it is our duty to use our influence 
to elect him, for such a man is needed to 
straighten out this confusion in the Govy- 
ernment of to-day. :
